- Personal 
introduction of citizen’s all moving up the broad-aisle, and returning to their seats 
through the side aisles. - Hymn - Procession then to be reformed in the same order, 
and proceed to the tables to partake of collation, after invocation of Divine blessing, 
- followed by Sentiment, addresses and Singing - Closed by Singing “From all that
